CHANGES AT THE NATIONAL WESTERN 

Consignors of Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn bulls to the 
stockyards that are annually sold at private treaty in connection 
with the National Western Livestock Show will have an opportunity 
to sell these bulls at auction next year. The American 
Shorthorn Association has been advised of the wholehearted 
cooperation of both the John Clay Commission Company who formerly 
had handled the bulk of the bulls sold in the yards and the 
National Western Stock Show in whose sale pavilion the Shorthorns 
and Polled Shorthorns have been sold on the hill. Exhibitors 
should keep in mind that if bulls are consigned to the yards a 
flat rate of $10 will be made on those bulls that are taken from 
the yards and sold through the auction. The bulls will be loaded 
prior to the sale in trucks, hauled to the auction sale pavilion 
and then returned to their respective pens in the yards after the 
sale. The pen bulls will be sold as their placings indicate; they 
will be catalogued in the regular National Western Shorthorn 
Association sale catalogue; however, sale expense on the pen 
bulls will be below that of the individuals sold in the regular 
sale since they will be sold in groups of three and catalogued 
as such. 

Further details for this new sale will be worked out in the 
very near future; in the meantime, exhibitors in the yards are 
urged te make their plans known to the American Shorthorn 
Association office at the earliest date possible. More information 
on this change, which has been designed to make it possible 
for consignors in the yards to move their bulls at auction, will be 
passed on to our exhibitors as soon as plans are finalized. 


With an $840 average on bulls in Denver last year it is very 


evident that many of the good bulls in the yards, had they been 
in the sale, would have sold at prices in keeping with their quality. 
We urge all potential consignors to the National Western to advise 


the American Shorthorn Association of their plans as early as 


possible.

The Association has received many complaints and unfavorabic 
comments recently regarding tattoos being illegible and even 
in some instances there was no tattoo. 


This is an indication of poor or careless herd management.

A SUGGESTION TO FOLLOW IN NAMING YOUR CALVES 


Methods being used in naming animals when numbers are used have 
been confusing to us as to exactly what you desire in the name. 


Names using numbers as 2, 3, etc. should be written as 2nd, 
3rd, 4th, 5th - 21st and so forth. 


EXAMPTE - BETTY'S STAR 3rd 


If you use a letter following a name not designating a number 
series, use a capital letter. 


EXAMPLE - BETTY'S STAR D 


If the calf is being named after the dam or sire the number should 
follow in number series. 


EAAMPLE 

Dam - Betty's Star 3rd 

If the calf is named Betty's Star it should be Betty's Star 4th, 
5th, 6th, or which ever it may be. 

The calf number should always be a higher number than that of the 
damvor Sire, 
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
